"I would like help in finding my 77-year-old mother's beginnings, 

May Smith Northcutt thinks she was born about 1905, but does not know 
where or the exact date. She has the following early childhood re= 
collections, 

She remembers living in a farmhouse close to an Indian reserva~ 
tion and she played with the Indian children, She had a sister, pos- 
sibly a twin, They were both playing in a woodpile and something bit 
or stung the sister and she died. Some women came out of the house, 
picked them both up and carried them into the house. May was too young 
then to remember where it was or the name of the little sister who 
died, 2. 
She believes she had older brothers Howard, Ernest and William, 
and an older sister Lena (or Leona) and still another older sister, 
who had five children,. She does not know why, but she thinks Lena's 
husband was a bank employee. p , 

She recalls that one of her brothers was kicked in the stomach’ ve 
by a pair of young mules and once she was pushied out of an apple 
tree by & brother and broke her shoulder, A doctor came to the house 
to treat her. : 
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May has a mental picture of her father as a big, tall, red-faced 
man; and of her mother as a tall, thin, blackheaded woman, She her- 
self was tall as a child, was blonde, blue-eyed, and has a large white 
mole between her eyebrows. She believes her father died of asthma 
when she was very young. 

At about age five, she was asleep on a pallet behind a wood stove 
in their farmhouse and was awakened by two ladies crying, "Oh, my God, 
her mother is dead!" She was given to a Mr, and Mrs, Stride and was 
started in school while living with them, but where? Mr. Stride was 
a one-eyed man, When lirs. Stride was expecting a child, she gave Nay 
to a Wright family. 

She left with the Wrights in a wagon train of several families, 
but none of the Smiths were in the caravan. Thus began the circum- 
stances where she lost track of her family. She has memories of camp- 
ing beside a creek and across it were some Indians. When they arrived 
at Rock Springs, Edward County, Texas, the Wright family gave May to 
ie. and iirs, Benskin and they later gave her to Mr. and Mrs, Sheppard 
of Rock Springs. She attended public school in Rock Springs in 1914 
with the Sweeten girls and the Benskin girls. A storm blew the school 
away in 1927, so no records are available. She has a copy of her bap- 
tism at the First Baptist Church in Rock Springs in 1915, but no age 
or date is recorded. Orphanage records show that on April 3, 1916 
J.D. Sheppard placed her in St. Peter-St. Joseph's Catholic orphanage 
in San Antonio, but their records do not give any clues to her family 
history. 

She thinks her mother may have been Mary Cook or Mary Cox and 
that her father may have been John Smith. 

With this trail of memories, can someone please help May dis- 
cover her past?

A SAD OCCURRENCE - "On the 8th of October, 1873, John Hill larch, son 

of A.G. and Rebecca Ann March, and grandson of William H. Childress, 

a youth of 13 years, 7 months and 9 days, was found in the backyard 

of his home, near Boon's Hill, in Lincoln county, with one of his 

feet fastened in the harness on &@ mule. He had just unhitched the 

mule, from a slide, and was about to take him to the stable...The 

noise attracted the attention of persons, who were picking cotton in 

an ad joining field, and also of his stepmother and grandmother, who 

were in the house. These persons found him mangled as stated, and 

were only in time to see his last breath. His father, at that sad 

moment, was pursuing his usual line of benevolence - was driving 

the corpse of a neighbor's child to the grave. Thus a messenger 

summoned him to leave the sad work of burying a neighbor's child and 

hasten to the scene of death at home. It is not amiss to say that 

ten days before this sad affair.these parents were called on to give 

up their only daughter. I preached the funeral of his youngest child - 
a daughters and of his oldest son, in the same room, to very nearly the 

same congregation, with just ten days interval, This is a severe fur- 

nace of affliction for these parents. (I. P. Osborne.)
